ed Press.—The government's po- 
licy for sterner repression of the 
criminal element in Ireland, as it 
is phrasel in airthoritive quart- 
ers, involves the strengthen inj» of 
the crown forces in Ireland with 
military 
reinforcments 
which 


•will be"drawn from units now in 
foreign service. No increase of the 
auxiliary police' Or "Black and 
Tans," or the constabulary is 
contemplated is declared. 


There is some likelihood of the 


extension of martial law to the 
•n-hole of Ireland -with the excep- 
tion of Ulster, it is indicated, 
but the initiative rests with Gen- 
eral Sir Nevil MacReady, the mil- 
itary commander of Ireland, as 
it does in the question of intro- 
ducing the Kitchener blockhouse 
system. It was officially stated 
Saturday, that the reinforcements 
to be sent will be considerably 
less than 50.000 in number.

must remove its prohibition against acquisition 
of property in an area just within its northern 
border by" Americans; "pernicious foreigners" 
must nol'be excluded from the country without 
"a fair court trial"; Americans having property 
litigation must have the right to "diplomatic 
.-ppcal". There arc other provisions, some ob- 
viously fair, some questionable, but probably of 
minor importance. 


One can guess -what Uncle Sam would say to 


Mexico had this country adopted a conservation 
pmcndment to its constitution like that of Mex- 
ico—as it probably should—and were Mexico 
to demand its repeal in the interest of Mexican 
investors. 


Our western-stale alien land laws imposed 


aaainst the. Japanese arc similar in their intent, 
nnd not less drastic, than the Mexican laws which 
restrict American ownership along the border 
nnd const under certain conditions. Mexico has 
as much right to be concerned about American 
jntcrpcnclration of her richest territory as have 


TVC lo worn' about Japanese absorption of our 
.lands. Sauce for the goose should be sauce foi 
the gander. Doubtless Japan has already taken 
notice of our demand upon Mexico for pur- 
poses of "the deadly parallel". 


Diplomatic appeal from the Mexican courts 


for our citizens having civil litigation sounds 
good, perhaps, hut would we permit decrees of 
our courts to be reversed by the diplomatic route 
in crises of citizens of other countries? It seems 
incredible. The world war started over Aus 
irin's demand that Austrian courts be permitted 
to try the alleged perpetrators of a murder com- 
mitted by a Servian citizen. 


On the whole these demands hardly seem 


.calculated to strengthen the case of pan-Amcri- 
.KiDism. a thing vastly more important to us 
than the claims and interests of our citizens in 
Mexico above and beyond the laws of that coun- 


try. 
No less a person than Abraham Lincoln 


has declared that we stripped Mexico of Texas 
in high-handed disregard of justice, and today 
there are those who cast covetous eyes .across 
the Mexican border. Not the least interesting of 
related political gossip is tlic rumor that should 
Mushes be elevated lo Hie supreme bench. Fall, 
author of these Mexican demands, would be- 
come secretary of state. All Latin-America 
would he alarmed and affronted. 


The head and front of Lloyd George's offending, 
:rom the Polish standpoint, is that he insists that 
Poland keep her treaty pledges and desist froin 
a course of action which, if persisted in, bids 
Tair to involve Europe in another war. 


After making every 'possible allowance for 


the many injustices which Poland has suffered 
during the centuries, even her most sympathe- 
tic partisans must admit that since she took her 
place in the family of nations under the peace 
treaty, she 'has given many evidences of unwil- 
lingness to "play the game."
